An Act for botrowing 1500001, upon thefirſt 400000 |, 
| charged on the Excize. 


FrTIDereas by an Act of this pꝛeſent Parlia- 
ment, made the 27* of this preſent June, It 
is Enacted and Oꝛdained, That ſo much of 
the ſum of 4.00000 |. ſecureduntothe Lenders and 
Advancers of the 200000 l. by Ozdinance of Par- 
liament, of the; of October, 1646. as is already, oꝛ 
(hal be ſatisfied to the ſatd lenders, by the ſale of the 
Biſhops Lands, ſhall nevertheleſs ſtand charged 
upon the Receipts of the Gꝛand Exctze, foꝛ the 
ſervice of the Commonwealth, to be paid by the 
Commiſstoners of Excize in courſe, as is directed 
by like O2dinance of Parliament of the 16 October, 
1646. to have been patd to the ſatd lenders, had they 
not been ſatisfied by the ſale of the ſatd Lands; of 
which ſaid ſum there is already ſatisfied the ſum 
350000 l. oꝛ —— —̊— the lands afoꝛeſaid. 

And whereas the pꝛeſent and pꝛeſſing neceſſities 
of Ireland, do require a ſpeedy ſupply of money, which
